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Ohio Fifth in Economic Diversification Among the 15 Most Populated States 


One criterion of the economic desirability of an area is 
its economic diversification. If there is a range and vari- 
ety of basic economic activities, rather than concentration 
in a few, overall business is likely to be more stable over 
time, employment opportunities greater, and the social 
and political milieu more interesting, less subject to 
domination by a few group interests. 

In a general way this concept can be applied to an area 
as large as a state. This article is an attempt to express 
“economic diversification” in terms of a single, simple, 
numeric measure and to apply that measure to each of 
the 15 most populated states in the United States. 


A Measure of Economic Diversification 

The question immediately arises: How much and what 
kind of economic diversification is ideal? The method 
used here is to assume that the pattern of economic 
activity in the United States as a whole constitutes the 
“ideal” or “optimum” diversification. The pattern in 
United States (percentage distribution of employment by 
major industry) can then be assumed to represent zero 
deviation from optimum economic diversification. Zero 
deviation in turn is then defined as 100 in index form. 

For any one state, the index of economic diversification 
then becomes the total deviations in the state per cents 
from the United States per cents, subtracted from 100. 
If the employment pattern (percentage distribution) for 
any one state exactly mirrors the United States pattern 
(percentage distribution of employment) the deviation 
would be zero for each of the major industry groups, 
hence the absolute sum would be zero, and the index of 
economic diversification would be 100 for that state. To 
the extent that the index for any one state is less than 
100, the pattern of economic diversification is less than 
the “optimum.” 

The industry classification used in this type of measure- 
ment is tremendously important. It is conceivable that 
the various industry classifications could be subdivided 
and combined in such a way as to produce smaller devia- 
tions for a given state in comparison with other states. 
However, such a procedure would not be consistent with 
principles of homogeneity of classification. The industrial 
pattern used here is composed of the standard Census 
groups, shown as 8 component parts—each component 
representing a reasonably logical unit, or homogeneous 
segment of economic activity. 


Other Measures 
Instead of a simple summation of the deviations in the 


per cents, the Chi-square test for homogeneity could have 
been applied to the absolute frequencies. But application 
of X* has the disadvantage, in connection with this prob- 
lem, of magnifying the importance of deviations in small 
classifications. The coefficient of correlation and other 
ratios also could have been used. 

However, the technique used her does provide a sim- 
ple, straightforward, easily understood method of meas- 
uring deviations from a selected norm. 


Application to 15 States 


The table on page 8 shows the “index of economic diver- 
sification” for each of the 15 most populous states, together 
with all supporting data. 

Ohio, with its central location in the great industrial 
complex of the North—the greatest in the world—and 
with its varied topography and resources, ranks among 
the top group of states in economic diversification, being 
tied with Georgia for fifth place. The relatively greater 
development of manufacturing in Ohio is almost entirely 
the factor of difference between Ohio and the states which 
rank above it—Missouri and Illinois significantly above, 
and Indiana and Virginia moderately above. The index 
ranges from a high of 85.9 for Missouri to a low of 69.8 
for Michigan. (See table on page 8.) 

It should be mentioned that from a national point of 
view, it might be quite desirable for the index of eco- 
nomic diversification for the various states to be far be- 
low 100—after all, “gold is where you find it.” For the 
given state, however, it is quite likely that the overall 
business swings would be less volatile, the more the eco- 
nomic diversification. 

It is worth pointing out that if the measure of economic 
diversification among the states could also take account of 
geographic diffusion of manufacturing activity within 
each state (a significant matter for the economy of the 
state), Ohio doubtless would have a still higher ranking 
than is shown here. In Ohio, manufacturing is well scat- 
tered over all but the southeastern part of the state, in 11 
metropolitan areas and in many smaller cities. In contrast, 
in Missouri and Virginia manufacturing is concentrated 
in one or two large industrial areas, and in Illinois in the 
Chicago area and the northern third of the state generally. 
(Tabular data on page 8.) 
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TREND OF BUSINESS IN OHIO 


Bank debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 8 per cent 
in August from July but were 19 per cent above Au- 
gust 1952 and for the first 8 months of the year 
were 13 per cent above the same period last year. 

Agricultural Income was down 25 per cent in Au- 
gust from July, 10 per cent from August 1952 and 
for the first 8 months of the year was 5 per cent be- 
low the same period last year. For the first 8 months 
of the year income from meat animals and dairy 
products dropped 12 per cent as compared with last 
year, but income from grains and poultry and eggs 
was up 7 per cent and 19 per cent, respectively. 

Retail Sales of Independent Stores were down 2 
per cent in August from July but were 9 per cent 
above August 1952 and for the first 8 months of the 
year were 9 per cent above last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 8 per cent in Au- 
gust from July, 3 per cent from August 1952 and 6 
per cent for the first 8 months of the year as com- 
pared with last year. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales dropped 14 per cent in 
August from July and were fractionally below Au- 
gust 1952 but for the first 8 months of the year were 
4 per cent above last year.

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Business Conditions in 


AKRON 


Total employment in August increased 1 per cent 
over employment in July and 3 per cent over em- 
ployment in August 1952. Total pay rolls in August 
were 1 per cent less than pay rolls in July, but were 
5 per cent higher than pay rolls in August 1952. 
Both employment and pay rolls in construction 
showed gains in August over earlier periods. 

Bank debits in August dropped 9 per cent below 
debits in July, but were 15 per cent higher than 
debits in August 1952. 

Retail sales in August were 3 per cent below July 
sales and were 3 per cent above August sales last 
year. 


CANTON 


August total employment decreased fractionally 
from July employment, but increased 19 per cent 
over August employment in 1952. For the year-to- 
dete, total employment increased 9 per cent over 
1952 employment. Total pay rolls in August were 
1 per cent higher than in July and were 34 per cent 
higher than in August a year ago. During the first 
8 months of 1953, total pay rolls were 29 per cent 
higher than in the corresponding period of 1952. 

The number of new automobile registrations in 
Stark County decreased 6 per cent in August from 
July, but increased 150 per cent over the number 
registered in August 1952. 

Bank debits in August were 9 per cent below debits 
in July, but were 33 per cent above debits in August 
1952. 


CINCINNATI 


Total employment in August increased 1 per cent 
over employment in July and 4 per cent over em- 
ployment in August 1952. August total pay rolls 
increased 5 per cent over July pay rolls and 12 per 
cent over August pay rolls in 1952. Year-to-date 
total employment and pay rolls were 3 per cent and 
9 per cent, respectively, above employment and pay 
rolls in 1952. 

Retail sales of 146 stores were 5 per cent greater 
in August than in July and were 10 per cent greater 
than in August last year. 

The steel industry operating rate averaged 87 per 
cent of capacity in August, dropping 8 points from 
the July average and rising 26 points above the 
August average in 1952. 


CLEVELAND 


Both total employment and total pay rolls in Au- 
gust were only a fraction of 1 per cent below em- 
ployment and pay rolls in July. Compared with 
employment and pay rolls in August, 1952, current 
total employment and pay rolls were up 5 per cent 
and 16 per cent, respectively. 

August retail sales decreased 3 per cent from July 
sales. However, current sales in August and in 1953, 
to date, were 14 per cent higher than sales during 
comparable periods of 1952. 

Bank debits were 8 per cent less in August than 
in July, but were 23 per cent greater than in August 
last year.
